DUN’S REPORT. 


The Usual Weekly Review of the State of 
Trade in the Country. 

New York, Jan. .26.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says:, ‘‘The state 
of trade is nnusually perplexing, for, with 
general complaint of the dullness, there 
are evidences that the volume of trans- 
actions is large. The payments through 
banks last week were 25 per cent. larger 
than for the corresponding week last year 
at New York and 16 per cent. larger at all 
other cities. Railroad earnings also show 
that traffic is large. The demand for 
money is sufficiently active at nearly all 
interior points, moreover, to indicate that 
a large business isin progress. Yet it is 
undeniable that the prevailing temper is 
one of disappointment at the result of 
business since the new year began, and 
this isnot wholly explained by the steadily 
declining prices of products. At Southern 
points, after some depression, trade ap- 
pears to be improving. In the Northwest, 


trade is fully equal to that of last 
year, and at the same points clearly 
larger. The supply of money seems to be 


everywhere ample for legitimate demand. 
There are no indications of general un- 
soundness or over-straining of commercial 
credits. Inthe great iron industry con- 
sumption for all other than railroad pur- 
poses appears to be larger than ever; but 
there is serious disturbance. In conse- 
quence the Iron Age reports a “general 
weakening which there is no use in blink- 
ing at,” and holds that furnaces which can 
not face without loss a decline of 
fully #1 from present prices may wisely 
suspend production. At Western points 
Southern iron is offered at prices equiv- 
alent to #12 at Birmingham, which is con- 
sidered equal to $17 for Pennsylvania iron; 
and large sales are reported at prices be- 
low published quotations. A decline in 
the price of coke is considered probable, 
and the anthracite coal market continues 
weak. ’ 

The decline in wheat continues, the price 
having fallen 2% cents for the week. As 
the prices reached this week were 93} to 
937s cents there has been some buying for 
export, though not as yet for Great 
Britain. Corn has fallen 1 cent and oats 
are lower. Pork products have also de- 
clined, mess about 50 cents per barre!; 
lard 20 and hogs 1) cents per 100 pounds. 
Cotton is a shade lower, with sales of 421,- 
vU0 bales, and coffee 3. cents higher, with 
sales of 233,000 bags. The market for cop- 
per has been dull, and tin is lower at 2134 
cents; lead is also weak at $3.80, but 
spelter is quoted atd cents. There is little 
activity in grogeries, but the sugar market 
favors holders. The general average of 
prices has fallen .8 of 1 per cent. for the 
week, vs 

The supply of money here increases 
both by remittances from the interior and 
by excess of treasury disbursements over 
receipts, which reached #1, 700,000 for the 
week. The exports of merchandise from 
New York show a gainof 11 per cent. for 
three weeks. The stock markat is never- 
theless so firmly sustained that the aver- 
age decline in prices has been only 6) cents 
per $160 for the week.

Some of the expelled boomers now en- 
camped near Purce!l have threatened to 
re-enter Ok'ahoma as soon as the soldiers 
have Jeff, but they will probably not have 
the opportunity scon to carry this threat 
into execution, for the soldiers are now 
guarding the southern boundary of Okxla- 
boma, and will coutinue to do so for some 
time.

GERMAN . AMERICANS. 


Congressman Guenther, of Wisconsin, 
Speaking for His Countrymen, Says 
While There is No Danger of War Be- 
tween America and Germany, There is 
No Doubt of the Loyalty of German 
Americans to the Land of Their Adop- 
tion—America First, Last and All the 
Time, Right or Wrong. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The question has 
been asked what the attitude of our Ger- 
man-American citizens would be in case 
war broke out between the United States 
and Germany, and the real sentiment of 
this portion of American citizenship on 
the subject of our present relations with 
the German Government touching the Sa- 
moan Islands is a matter of considerable 
interest and spegulation. The German 
Minister in Washington, as already re- 
ported, is taking great pains to find out 
through the German-American press and 
other available means the German-Amer- 
ican sentiment in the premises. TheGer- 
mans in this country are generally ad- 
mitted, in ordinary matters not involving 
absolute hostility to the Fatherland, to be 
quite as American as the Americans 
themselves, but how they would feel ana 
how they would fight if their adopted 
country and the Jand of taeir birth should 
be placed face to face in battle array is 
yet an unsolved problem. It would be an 
extremely new situation, and an experi- 
ment which has never yet been tried. 
Many Germans left their native land to 
escape the iron rule of Bismarck, and 
came to the United States for the benefit 
of a freer, easier life. The conscript laws 
of Germany, to them, made life almost 
uncndurable there, and when it was only 
to protect them from the claims and the 
grasp of their Iron Chancelor that the 
United States would interfere in their be- 
half, it was easy for them to choose be- 
tween one government and one country 
and another, but it would be an entirely 
different case if they were asked 
to go on board a United States 
man-of-war, or shoulder muskets and go 
in the field infront of aGerman army and 
blaze away at their brothers and cousins 
whom they left behind in the old country. 
Congressman Guenther, of Wisconsin, is 
the most prominent representative Ger- 
man-American in Congress. He has no 
hesitation in declaring for the United 
States against Germany, all along the 
line, in wav, as well as in peace: 

“There is going to be no war between 
Germany and the Unitel States,” said 
Mr. Guenther to your correspondent. 
“The two countries are too far apart to 
make a fight possible. A battle between 
the inhabitants of Mars and Jupiter 
would be as feasible and pretty nearly as 
probable. We are not going to fight 
about any differences that may exist be- 
tween opposing factions in a little bit of a 
place like Samoa, where there are only 
about thirty thousand people, such as 
they are, all told. We may send out gug- 
boats to enter the competitive drill sho 
with the gunboats of the German Empire 
at Samoa. Our consular and naval offi- 
cers and the consular and naval officers 
of Germany may talk very high to each 
other and may send very spirited reports 
to their respective governments, but these 
are only harmless embellishments of dip- 
lomatic correspondence. They are sent 
out there simply to point a moral and 
adorn a tale, to make life interesting and 
to impart a picturesque aspect of National 
affairs. 

“No hostile shot will ever be exchanged 
in Samoan waters or elsewhere between 
the men-of-war sent there by Prince Bis- 
marck and Uncle Sam. American citi- 
zens of (ferman birth and German de- 
scent know as well as any other class of 
American citizens where their duties be- 
long. We will work for our country in 
time of peace and fight for it in time of 
war, if atime of war should ever come. 
When I say our county, I mean, of course, 
our adopted country—I mean the United 
States of America. After passing through 
the crucible of naturalization we are no 
longer Germans; we are Americans. 
Our attachment to America can not be 
measured by the length of our residence 
here. Weare Americans from the mo- 
ment we touch the American shore until 
we are laid in American graves. We will 
fight for America whenever necessary; 
America first, last and all the time; 
America against Germany; America 
against the world; America, right or 
wrong: always America. We are Amer- 
icans.” 

The Strained Relations Between 

State and Navy Department. 

Wasuinoton, Jan. 29.—The official cen- 
ters of Washington have awakened to a 
sense of the strained relations between 
the State and Navy Departments arising 
out of a difference of views as to the prop- 
er course to be pursued by the Govern- 
ment in the Samoan affair. The publica- 
tion Sunday of the correspondence be- 
tween Secretary Whitney and Represent- 
ative Herbert, which has been made the 
vehicle of the information that the policy 
of unlimited patience pursued by the 
State Department was not concurred in 
by the Navy Department, can be inter- 
preted only in one way, and thnt is in ac- 
cord with the advance information given 
Saturday. It is not in Secretary Whit- 
ney’s nature to sit inactive and silent and 
have his Department charged with its 
share of blame for a policy which, in the 
councils of the Government, he strenu- 
ously opposed. The ramor was current 
here Sunday night that either Secretary 
Whitney or Secretary Bayard will resign 
within the next few days, the report even 
going so far as to say that a resignation 
has already been offered to the President. 
While it is not known that these rumors 
have any foundation in fact, the present 
strained condition of affairs in the Cab- 
inet is undoubtedly the cause of ons yi 

i and the developments 0 e

Let Us Have Cood Roads. 


Delegates from every precinct in the 
county are invited to meetin the court 
house to-day and give vent to their views 
on the subject of solid macadamized 
roads in the county. The court of coun- 
ty commissioners is expected to meet at 
ten o’clock this morning, when the bill 


drawn up by the citizens’ committee will 
be submitted to them. We re~publish 
this bill in this morning’s issve, and will 
place acopy of this paper in the Lands 
ofeach delegate attending the mecting. 


The bill is as follows: 
A BILL 


To beentitled “An Act to authorize Madison 
County to purchase and to build Macadamized 
ruads, and to issue bonds of the County to aid 
in the purchase or construction thereof.’’ 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
Alabama, That Madison county by and through 
its Court of County Commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized to build and construct within the limits 
of said county the following system of macad- 
aimized roads, to be about one hundred and thir- 
ty miles inextent. The following of said sys- 
tem of roads to radiate from tbe city of Hunts- 
ville, in said county as follows: One to run ina 
northerly direction to- the lennesse line, com- 
mencing at the northern terminus of what is 
known as the Meridianville Pike; another to run 
in a vortawesterly direction through New Mar- 
ket, in said county, toward the Tennesse line; 
another .o run in an easterly dirggtion through 
.suysVille, in said county, towards the Jacksuu 
county line; another to run in a southeasterly 
directiou to New Hope in said county of Madisou; 
anotherto run ina southwesterly direction tuo 
Triana, in said county of Madison; another to 
runin a westerly direction to the Limestone 
county line; and two others torun io #®north- 
westerly direction, one leading to Cluttsville and 
the other to Madison X Roads, in said county of 
Madison. Also another line to runina north- 
ly directlon from Triaua, through the town of 
Madison to the Brown's Ferry road, one mile 
north of said town of Madison; and, also, anoth- 
er line to run ina noriheriy direction from New 
Hope to Guriley’s in said county, All of said 
roads are to be constructed, as far as practicable, 
at thesame time; of those rudiating trom Hunts 
ville, not exceeding ten wiles of either shall 
be constructed, until the same number of miles 
in extent is completed on each of the others ra- 
diating from Huntsville. 

sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That said Macadam- 
ized roads shall be constructed upon the beds of 
the public ruvads of the county, the routeand lo- 
cation of said public roads in the establishment 
of the line of said macadamized roads to be chang 
ed aod altered so as tu secure the most direct 
route of travel and suitable ground and bed up- 
ou which to build said macaudamized roads. Said 
Court of County Commissioners, in making such 
change or alteration, to make such reasonable 
compensation to the owner of the lands on which 
such route is established, as may be just and 
proper, aud when said courtis unable to agree 
with the owner of the lands as to what compen- 
sution shall be made, the same proceedings shall 
ve had for the ascertainment of the compensa- 
tion aud the acquisition of the land, as is now 
provided by law wheu the line of a public road 
is altered or changed. 

sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the fixing of 
the width of said macadaimtzed roads and the 
depth and the character of stone or other mates 
rial used in their coustructiou, shall rest in the 
discretion of said Court of County Commission- 
ers; they 1n its determination, having reference 
to the conyenience and necessities of travel 
thereon; Provided, the said roaus shall be laid 
outat least twenty feet wide, twelve feet of 
which shall be bedded wiih stone or gravel, 
well compacted and of suficient depth to secure 
a solid foundation, 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That said Court of 
County Commissioners shall have the right to 
take and use in the construction and buildin 
of said roads such quantities of stone, gravel aad 
other material adjacent and contiguous thereto, 
us ar be necessury therefor, paying such rea- 
sonable compensation for such material as may 
be right and proper, and when said court and 
the owner of sueh material are unable to agree 
upon the compensation, the same is to be fixed 
in the same manuer as is now provided by law 
for the valuation of land condemned to public 
use in the pe Seep of new, and the changing or 
alteration of old roads, 

rec. 5. Be it further enacted, That said Court of 
County Comniissioners shall have the right to 
eonstruct and build said macadamized roads by 
letting out the same by contract, in such man- 
ner, and upon such terms, as said court, may in 
its discretion deem best and proper. 

Sec. 6, Be it further enacted, That Madison 
County by and through said Court of County 
Comunissjoners is hereby authorized to purchase 
from the Madison Turnpike Company any por- 
tion or all of the macadized roads now owned by 
said company: Provided, That not more shall 
be paid therefor than sixteen hundred and sev- 
enty dollars per mile. And after the purchase 
thereof said roads shall be open to the public 
free of toll. 

Sec. 7. ®e it further enacted, That the Court of 

CountyCommissiooers of said Cuunty are hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue bonds of 
said county to the amount of one hundred thous- 
and dollars to provi e for the payment of the 
construction and building of said macadamized 
roads, and:to aid in paying for the macadamized 
ed roads, purchased from said Madison Tnrn- 
xike Company.

B. R, Bolin, a United States Prisoner 
, Confived in the County Jail Re- 
leased Last Night, 





Last evening when Col. Bob Murphy 
opened his mail he found an official docs 
ument with the name of Grover Cleves 
land signed thereon and the great seal 
of the United States affixed thereto. The 
official document in question wae a ‘full, 
free and unconditional pardon” granted 
by his Excellency, the President, to one 
B. R. Bolin, who was sentenced at the 
last term of the United States Circuit 
Court for the Northern District of Ala- 
bama, to ninety days imprisonment for 
a violation of the revenue laws. 

The pardoned prisoner was brought 
here from Marion county and at bis trial 
he entered a plea of guilty of illicit dis- 
tilling, and was sentenced by Judge 
Bruce for the term above stated. The 
prosecuting attorney having learned that 
one of Bolin’s children had died since 
his incarceration and that another child 
was dangerously ill, he communicated 
the facta tothe President with a strong 
plea for executive clemency. ‘The pray- 
er of the District Attorney was heard and 
answered promptly, and last evening 
Col. Murphy opened the prison doors 
and told the prisoner he was free.

A British Subject Arrested, and the Police 
of an American Colony Placed Under 
Bismarck’s Control—A Battle Imminent 
—Samoan’s Joining Mataafa’s Forces— 
Bismarck’s Bluf. 


Lonpon, Feb, %.—Dispatches from 
Auckland regarding affairs at Samoa 
Islands state that German naval officers 
have been notified to search all vessels 
in Samoan waters for contraband arti- 
cles. The Germans have suppressed the 
Samoan Times, a payer published in the 
English language at Apia. 

A British subject who visited Mataafa 
was arrested, but was released in com- 
pliance with a demand by the British 


consul. The police of Apia have been 
placed under German control, and the 
town is at the mercy of the latter. Six 
thousand of Mataafa’s followers have «n- 
trenched themselves strongly, and are 
ready to give battle to the Germans. 
The Samoans are rapidly joining the 
forces of Mataafa. 


BISMARCK’S BLUFF. 


He Declares Germany to be the Injured 
Party, and Will Continue Hoatilities. 

Lonpon, Feb. 1.—The German minis- 
ter to the court of St. James is in receipt 
of alengthy doenument with the signa- 
ture of Bisma attached, in which he 
declares that German government 
will continue the oan hostilities, and 
asks the prime minister to notify the 
British consul at Samoa to co-operate 
with the Germans in the contest. 

The Times calls the document an un- 
qualified piece of humbug. 








WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The letter re- 
ceived by the Ge:man minister to the 
court of St. James is id: ntical with the 
one received by the German minister 


‘here. A translation of the closing por- 


tion of the letter is as follows: 

In conse.,uence of this, we ha e been 
transplanted from a territory of media- 
torial negotiations, by which the impe- 
rial consul ‘n Apia was irying to recon- 
cile the contending parties, and for 
which he had sought the co operation of 
his English and American colleagues 
into a state of war with the assailants. 
To our regret we shall carry on the con- 
test which has been forced upon us by 
Mataafa and his fol:owers, with utmost 
consideration for i nglish and American 
interests. Our military measures have 
in view only the punishment of the mur- 
derers of Germa: sqldiers and the pro- 
tection of countrymen and their proper- 
ty. Asthey, on their - :rt. are at war 
with Tamassee, our ix.erference will 
necessarily assume the character of as 
sistance to Tamasse. In the endeavor 
for the just punishment of the murder- 
ous crime, we hope for the co-operation 
of the treaty powers in Samoa in friend 
ship with us, and we ask the gover: ment 
éf the Un ted States to be good enough 
to furni-h consuls and commanders of 
its ships of war in Samoa with suitable 
insiructions and our armed forces there 
are instruc. ed to avoid and to prevent all 
injury to neutral commerce and pr.p- 
erty, and to adopt measures of reprisal 
and destruc fon against the follow ers of 
the pa ty which initiated the «ontest 
against our troops by the murderous at- 
tack. We shall. of course, abide by the 
agreement with America and England 
with respect to Samoa, and pay due re- 
gard. under all the c'reumstances. to the 
right of those powers as established by 
the treaty.

Oheckered Career of This Famous 
Bunko Steerer. 





The Prince of Confidence Men Began His 
Criminal Life With the Notorious Gar- 
rity Boys—Queer Stories Told by 
His Friends. 


“Hungry Joe,” who was sentenced 
to a term of nine years in the peniten- 
tiary at Baltimore recently, was the 
prince of confidence operators, and 
until late years one of the most suc- 
cessful bunko men that ever infested 
the large cities of this country and 
Europe. Among his victims were 
shrewd and wealthy business-men, 
titled foreigners, statesmen, eminent 
lawyers, and even that esthetic genius, 
Oscar Wilde. A more plausible yet 
impudent rascal never existed. For 
nearly twenty years he has preyed 
upon unsuspecting humanity, and dur- 
ing all that time he has openly defied 
the law. Although arrested innumer- 
able times he has had the good luck to 
almost always escape punishment for 
his crimes, and until now he has never 
but once been humiliated by conviction 
in a court of justice. 

“Hungry Joe” was born and 
brought up in Chicago. His real name 
is Joseph Lewis, but he has as many 
aliases as he has hairs in his head. In 
some cities he is known only as Francis 
J. Alvany, and in others as Henry F. 
Post, but tothe police and criminal 
classes he hasfor many years passed 
as ‘“‘Hungry Joe.” No one seems to 
know just how or when he got his 
nickname, Probably some of the old- 
time gamblers gave it to him because 
of his enormous and fastidious appe- 
tite. His friends say he can eat more 
and oftener than any one they ever 
saw. 

A story that has been told about him 
many times is that he once got broke 
in Baltimore and walked into one of 
the swell restaurants of the town and 
requested the proprietor to serve the 
best dinner he could give him. 
“Hungry Joe,” as usual, was dressed 
in the height of fashion and impressed 
the caterer as being a great nabob. A 
sumptuous dinner, comprising the rar- 
est and choicest delicacies of the sea- 
son, was ordered by the propietor and 
served in a private room on the finest 
china that the establishment afforded, 
together with four different kinds of 
wine. For two hours “Hungry Joe” 
feasted, and when he could eat no 
more he politely bowed to the pro- 
prietor, said he hoped some time to re- 
pay the courtesy, and started toward 
the door. The restaurant man angrily 
intercepted him, but the gentlemanly 
bunko-steerer cheekily explained: 

‘Why, my dear sir, what is the 
matter? Ihave no money, and I was 
hungry. J applied to you for succor 
and humbled myself to the extent of 
begging you for the best dinner you 
could give. You nobly responded to 
my appeal for aid by giving me a 
banquet that any King might feel 
honored to have placed before him. 
Don't, I beg of you, spoil my happiness 
and the high opinion I have formed of 
your great, generous heart by resort- 
ing to harsh threats and acts of vio- 
lence.” 

“Who are you?” 
proprietor. 

** ‘Hungry Joe.’ ” 

The caterer, realizing that he had 
been made a victim of one of the 
slickest confidence men in the country, 
concluded to make the best of it and 
finally he told ‘‘Hungry Joe” that he 
would forgive him if he would play 
the same game on a rival restaurateur 
up the street. 

‘“‘What’s the name?” asked 
gry Joe.” 

The restaurant man gave the name 
and number of his rival. 

“Name another,” said ‘Hungry 
Joe,” bursting into a fit of laughter. 
“The fact is, Isprung it on him this 
morning, and he gave me five dollars 
extra to catch you.” 

Joe received but little schooling, 
and for that reason his polished man- 
ners and apparent familiarity with al- 
most every topjc is a marvel to those 
who knew him as a boy. How he ever 
acquired his genteel bearing and his 
extensive knowledge of things, per- 
sons, and events puzzles his friends. 
He is equally at home lounging about 
the corridors of big hotels, the count- 
ing-room of some great mercantile or 
banking house, the ball-room at some 
fashionable watering-place, the gam- 
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bl Well or barroom, or among the 
a@€ini-monde. No matter in what clase 
of society he may be cast, he never 
fails to shine as a brilliant and accom- 
plished conversationalist. At all times 
he is the polished and cultivated gen- 
tleman—so much so, in fact, that other 
professional criminals do not like him 
for a companion. 

“Hungry Joe” is thirty-eight years 
old, well built, fairly good-looking, 
and probably the smoothest talker in 
America. Heisa regular dude in his 
dress, and generally possesses as many 
suits of clothing as Berry Wall. In 
New York he has appeared on Broad- 
way in an entire change of dress seven 
or eight times in a single day. He 
and Wall and George Parkes, the actor, 
afew years ago had reputations of 
being the three most elegantly dressed 
men in America. 

It is nearly twenty years since 
“Hungry Joe” first started along the 
crooked path that invariably leads to 
prison, and for him the path has been 
a long one. Together with the no- 
torious Garrity boys he got in with an 
expert gang of confidence and bunco 
men, and for years they intimidated 
the police and terrorized the town. 
No matter how shrewd he might be, 
no man who came to Chicago was safe. 
As soon as spotted some member of the 
gang would take the victim in tow, 
and almost before hé could say ‘Jack 
Robbins” every dollar in his wallet 
would be gone. ‘Hungry Joe” had 
for his tutors such noted sharpers as 
‘Sir James,” ‘‘White Pine,” ‘Big’ 
Wallace and Jack Talcom, and under 
their directions he became famously 
expert in fleecing strangers. His 
specialty was distinguished men of 
National reputation. At one session 
of Congress he went to Washingtor 
and cleaned out one-third of the mem- 
bers of the House, besides severa' 
Senators. His greatest achievement, 
and the one he bragged the most 
about, was when he bunkoed Charles 
Francis Adams out of $10,000, About 
the same time Oscar Wilde came over 
from England and bunkoed the Ameri- 
can public with his sunflower game 
and ‘‘Hungry Joe” determined not te 
let the apostle of short pants get away 
with the profit. He laid for Oscar and 
within a week they became fast chums, 
but only to separate the next week, 
when the apostle was steered against 
a bunko game and fleeced of $5,000. 

It was a common expression of 
“Hungry Joe” that a new sucker is 
born every minute, and he freely 
boasted that there was not a man on 
earth that he could not rob at bunko 
if he once made up his mind to do it. 
But “Hungry Joe” was not so cunning 
but what he could be taken in at his 
own game. Several years agoa clever 
confidence man who was entirely un- 
known to the New York gang arrived 
in Gotham from the West, fell in with 
“Hungry Joe,” and permitted himscl! 
to be fleeced to the extent of $1,500. 
Then he told ‘Hungry Joe” that he 
was a rich stock-raiser from Abilene, 
Kan., on his way to Europe to be 
treated for sore eyes. As ‘‘Hungry 
Joe” had won all his money, he asked 
him to help him place a mortgage on 
his stock ranch. Joe telegraphed the 
banks at Abilene, giving a full do- 
scription of the man and the fact that 
he had asked fora loan. The banks 
replied that the man was perfectly 
good, and ‘Hungry Joe” and his gang 
advanced the stranger $15,000, taking 
a chattel mortgage. It was several 
weeks later when they discovered that 
they had been victimized and that the 
genuine stockman was really in Eu- 
rope, while the man who got their 
money was only a clever confidence 
operator from Denver. 

The manner in which ‘‘Hungry Joe” 
fleeced his victims is illustrated in In- 
spector Byrnes’ history of professional 
criminals in America. Joseph Rams- 
den, a wealthy Englishman, arrived in 
New York one day on the steamship 
Gallia and the following afternoon 
strolled down Broadway. Reaching 
the Metropolitan Hotel he was ac- 
costed by an elegantly dressed 
stranger, who held out his hand and 
said: 

“Why, how do you do, Mr. Rams- 
den?” 

Mr. Ramsden had never seen the 
young man before, but the latter in- 
troduced himself as Henry Post, a 
business man from Baltimore and a 
nephew of Captain Murphy of the 
Gallia. His uncle, he said, had de- 
scribed Mr. Ramsden so accurately 
and had spoken of him in sueh warm 
terms that he had ‘no difficulty in 
recognizing the Englishman. It so 
happened that Mr. Ramsden and Cap- 
tain Murphy had become quite inti- 
mate during the voyage and it seemed 
perfectly natural to Mr. Ramsden that 
Captain Murphy should mention him 
to his nephew. Young Mr. Post said 
he was on his way home and that he 
was going to the ticket office for his 
valise. Mr. Ramsden accompanied 
him and was led into a bunko room 
that had been fitted up to resemble a 
railroad ticket office. When once into 
the web the fly rarely gets out before 
he has lost his wings. In this case 
Mr. Ramsden was coolly robbed, the 
confidefice man resorting to the meth- 
ods of the highway robber. Usually 
the operator tells the victim that he 
has won a big prize ina lottery. The 
victim is induced to try hisluck. The 
chance for winning a prize of $5,000 
seems 80 great and the game is «ppa- 
rently sohonest. At first he wins,and 
is then induced to put in more money 
and draw for a bigger prize. Again 
he wins. Infatuated with the game he 
puts in all he has got and then draws 
a blank. Itis as old as the hills and 
has been written about and exposed in 
the newspapers times without number, 
but even some of the sharp writers 
who have exposed it have been roped

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD. 


—A little raw egg or lime water 
stirred into the food is the remedy fot 
scours in either calves or pigs em. 
ployed at the Wisconsin experiment 
station. 

—A low-wheeled wagon is of heavier 
draught than the high-wheeled ve- 
hicle, but for hauling short distances 
the former is preferred by many owing 
to the ease with which it can be 
loaded. 

—Cows are often said to dry up in 
the fall, when, in fact, they freeze up. 
Good, warm quarters, warm water and 
soft feed, as ensilage or roots, will 
soon prove that drying up is only 
freezing and starving. 

—A cellar that is intended for vege- 
tables should not be used for stor- 
ing coal or for a furnace. The coal- 
dust blackens the walls and articles, 
while a furnsce (for heating the 
house) causes the temperature to be 
too high in the cellar when the weath- 
er is only moderately cold. 





—Pig pens which stand high on: 


posts, with an open space beneath the 
floor, are cold places in winter, despite 
straw bedding. It saves feed and adds 
to the health and comfort of the pigs 
to ‘‘bank up” such pens or otherwise 
keep the winds from whistling under 
them and through the floors. 

—Early maturity is an important 
factor in the qualifications of beef cat- 
tle. A good three-year-old steer can 
be made to dress seventy per cent. if 
properly fed. It is the young, quick- 
growing steer that pays, and it should 
be marketed as soon as it reaches that 
point at which the greatest profit is 
obtained. 

—Banana Jelly. —Soak one-half box 
of gelatine in one-half pint of water; 
add one pint of boiling water, the 
juice of three lemons, and one and one- 
half cupfuls of sugar; then. strain. 
When cold, put a layer of jelly in a 
dish, then a layer of bananas, one of 
gelatine and one of oranges; then 
another layer of gelatine, a layer of 
cocoanut and again one of gelatine. 
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SUMMER FALLOWING. 


Conditions Under Which the Work May 
Prove of Great Use. 

In answer to an inquirer for the latest 
experience of intelligent farmers as to 
the value of summer fallows, we may 
state that modern practice has consid- 
erably reduced the necessity for re- 
sorting to them, bit still it oeceasion- 
ally happens that they prove of creat 
Their chief benefit is in the de- 
struction of weeds, while they afford 
the opportunity for a cheap and rapid 
pulverization of the soil with broad- 
east two-lherse implements. Some 
perennial weeds, which would other- 
wise require many times the amount 
of work in hoed crops if done by hand, 
are thus cheaply and rapidly cleared 
from the land. Formerly, they were 
deemed necessary to cleanse the soil 
even of annual weeds; but the work is 
now done with broadeast cultivation, 
if thoroughly performed, in the follow- 
ing manver: First, and before the 
crop is planted, plow and harrow 
thoroughly as much as may be re- 
quired; then plant, and before the 
crop has come up, vive the ground a 
thorough mellowing with the smooth- 
ing harrow over the whole surface. 
This breaks and destroys all the smal! 
sprouting weeds before they can come 
up, Without injuring the larger and 
more deeply set strong plants of the 
crop. This course is particularly sue- 
cessful with any of the grass-lik« 
plants, such as corn, wheat or sorghum, 
the teeth slipping over the thread-like 
leaves. The harrowing being repeated 
every few days, or as often as may be 
necessary to destroy all the coming 
weeds before they are half an inch 
high, sweeping over the whole surface, 
corn and all, keeps the whole field 
clean with ease. If the weeds are 
carelessly allowed to get two or three 
inches high, the whole operation will 
be a failure. The larger the plants 
become, the less is the danger of tear- 
ing them out, but the loss of a few is 
overbalanced by the benefit. In this 
way, the practical advantages of the 
summer fallow are obtained while the 
crop occupies the land. But with such 
perennials as Canada thisties and quack 
grass, this treatment will not answer, 
but summer fallow in its fullest ex- 
tent must be thoroughly resorted to, 
by preventing the growth ofa single 
leaf or blade for a day.—Country Gen- 
tleman. 
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Ashes for Live-Stock. 





The public do not generally appre- 
ciate the benefit of ashes fornearly all 


classes of stock. The acidity in the 
stomach of animals is the fruitful 
cause of many classes of disease. 


Ashes whigh are derived from the 
combustion of vegetable matter, such 
as corn cobs, stalks, straw, ete., aré 
composed largely of potash and phos- 
phoric acid, which aid so material!y in 
forming and strengthening the bones 
of animels. Souring of the food in the 
stomach 3s what causes bloat, colies, 
flatulence, diarrhosas, ete.  Cobs 
burned and the ashes fed with salt, or 
a handful oceasionally in oats for 
“orses, in the slop for hogs, or ground 
food for cattle, or all classes of stock, 
would be a profitable use for cobs to 
prevent souring food or acidity. All 
the cobs on the farm should be burned. 
They are worth little else. The ashes 
of cobs are richer in potash and phos- 
phoric acid than any other eshes, and 
not an ounce should be wasted. A 
barrel or two should be saved dry and 
protected from rain or damp air, when 
the cobs are burned, to feed regularly 
in small quantities at a time to domes- 
tic animals. It will make them 
healthy, strengthen their bones, stim- 
ulate their blood, and ward off disease. 
-—Indiana State Journal,
